Several alarms were turned in as a 
result of the fires stat ted.

ter of the city, made their w*y to the 
city building, which 
is 
it: charge of 
the solders. 
Colonel C. S. Ammel o! ti e Po m b 
regiment arrived here and assumed 
charge of the troops, relieve,: Captain 
Horace Heifer, who had bee. In com­ 
mand. 
At 2 o’clock Thursday morning the 
military seemed to have the rioters 
well In hand. 
Several hundred negroes have left. 
Colonel Ammel pursued the rioters 
with vigor, and as a result thirty ar­ 
rests on charges of rioting have been 
made. The station house is filled with 
men and boys held on suspicion.
